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ABSTRACT * : 

ihis partial bibliography stresses urban and school 
planning concept^ that influence community physical development and 
its /financing. It is not concerned with the buj^ng of children as a 
policy^ nor with curriculum matters, racial issues, or even school 
building dfesign, except as .they are related to site qualifications. 
Reports of city planning commissions on surveys of school facilities 
and projected needs aire omitted, for the most part, as are school 
board studies of school programs, facilities, and staff 'organization. 
The intent is to include articles and books "t^hat, co.llectively, will 
give a historical perspective to planning concepts evolved by both 
urban planners and school planners. The thirteen sections of this 
partially annotated bibliography cover cooperation between city

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INTRODUCTION 



Public schools ai^e- ah "essential .qlemenij .of the American ^ 
cWunity. So iinportant, ih fact, ^ that in most sections of the 
nation a separate governmen-feal unit is. used for supervision 9f'-the 
education system. T This creates many problems for coordinating . 
school building and siting \jith planning' other coniuunity* develop 
ments'. ' ^ - . : \ . 

Educational philosophy f^s t^hanged greatly, especially during" 
the past thirty years. The older" eight^grade public school was* 
essentially- a neighborhood unit-built on the premise o^-an^alking 

-disj>ance. This concept has- had recent changes to^the extremes of 
the small residential-type building for kindergarten, first and ' ^ 
second grade pupils to the largk grade school and the -tuglng oi 
pupils. The high school' has ^also been exp'anded u)fder the pressures 
of administrative costs* and diversification of curricula.^ In the 
past some qities had a centrally Ipc^ted technical high school for 
programs of speca*al vocational training. Today, some of the older 

„ objectives of the technical high school are^ reappe'aring in the 
storefront and ghetto spools. ' ' . 

Changing concepts 'of school curricula and size irifluenced 
both schpol architecture ^arfd site needs. The one«stdry suburban 
school vftLth its extensive, physical education and outdoor learning 
facilities called for increased land ax^a.> Thife also gave- rise to . 
the park-school concept and^ more recently^the, campus pian.^ In 
contrast", the centrpl- city sehoo^ did not have the available land 
area for these changes. Varying types of multi-story buildings 
have been" suggested for these situations plus* the busing of pupils 
out from the central area ttf where laTid is more available. 

The urban ipranne'r in trying to project the physical develop- 
ment of an area twenty or more years in th^ future has been caught 
^i?ith not only the rapid changes^ in educational concepts, -but mini- 
•mal communication between school bo^ds and planning commissions. 
Clarence Perry's theory of using the grade school as a neighborhood 
cultural center was the bases of planning theory in the 1930 ^s arid 
''llO's. But, T^dth increased busing and^'varying eiqperiments in ifpes 
of schools, it-was not possible to cqriceive a long-term bommu^ty 
oevelopmerfb pat-oern usitig the educational system as a foundation 
stone for the neighborhood. Sjbill, t>ie school building arid site 
are public property arid^st be considered for their social objec- 
tives along i-dth all other public properties, jttstajies ih siting' 
are not easily corrected. * ' . 

All ^public buildings and improvements become involved in the 
public budgepb, whether thetfunctions»are admini^stratiyely separ- 
, ated or notl V/hen a planner prepares, a capital improvements budget 
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' he must cpnsxder the total comunity's nefeds and ability to pay.
